It is the misfurtune 
of rulers that they have frequently arrived 
at their exalted positions by means which 
in the case of individuals would have 
entailed prompt and fatal jadgment. 
Nations often against their wishes and 
convictions have beer® compelled to coalesce 
in these acts, in order to avoid the recur- 
rence of still worse; yet, strange as it ‘is, 
the man whose path to the throne has 
been marked by the most atrocious of 
crimes, has in subsequent years frequently 
handed down his name to posterity as 
distinguished alike for impartial :justice 
and clemency. It ig thus that by the 
exercise of tact and-discretion a situation 
that might have been turned into 
an element of danger for the entire 
of Europe, has been taken advantage 
of to induce a much more whole- 
some condition throughout the Balkan 
Perinsula, Although a general drawing 
tog. ther has for some time seemed possible 
between France and England, it is 
undoubtedly the case that the difficulties in 
bringing it about would have been vastly 
intensified but for the strongly marked 
personalities of the two rulers. Frapce 
and England had for some years been 
estranged—why it was not easy to divine. 
The curious fact that, in spite of this 
apparent estrangement, absolutely nothing 
had turned up to lead to hostile action on 
the part of one or the other was an evident 
indication that. the interests of the two 


peoples was not in essentials hostile; but 


10 fainily quarrels the most dangerous 
pint is arrived at when both parties begin 
to discover the absence of any point of 
difference, and it was at such a moment 
that King Epwarp paid his round of 
visits, nol omitting ‘to look ia upon 
President Louser. To this pleasant out- 
look there is but one exception, and that 
curiously enoagh is the one case where the 
sovercign, absvlute in theory, is to all 


: intents little more than a puppet in the hands 


ofa hated bureaucracy. There the whole 
country is furrowed with discontent, ready 
at any moment to break out in excessses, 
of which the recent massacres at Kishineff 
are but an indication:of what is likely to be 
the rule in the near future; and this 
bureaucracy, conscious of the evil that it 
has wrought, is, in trying to prolong its 
miserable existence,. well content by its 
‘aimless and vaulting ambition to remain a 
standing menace to the civilised world. It 
is in strange contrast to this emivently 
satisfactory position in Europe that we 
witness the still too evident divergence in 
Asia. The situation is not creditable to any 
of the Powers, least of all to Russia, which 
by unblushing falsehood and dishonour has 
been seeking to take advantage of every 
rift in the counsels of ber neighbours. 
Already she has taxed the forbearance of 
the other great Powers to the utmost, and 
it would seem from time to time that the 
inevitable had come. Weare not advocates 
for peace at any price, ever that of dishonour, 
and we would like to see the admirable 
concert whicb prevails in Europe applied to 
a similar useful purpose iu the Far Kast. 


On the night of the 4th inst a public 
meeting for the propagation of Socialism was 
held in the town of Nakatsu, of Japan.

THE PEKING OFFICIAL 
MURDER. <

‘We reproduced yesterday from the N.-C. 
Daily. News an account, from ¢ Peking 
correspondent, of the most recent official 
murder in that city. The victim was the 
Suen Carn or Suen Ket-wet, of whose death 
we wrote lately, He had acted) as cor- 
respondent in the Chinese capital for some 
of the Japanese papers, was no reformer, 
and belonged to the literati class. | It seems 
he was mixed up with the Hankow move- 
ment in 1900, for which a number. of his 
fellow-countrymen lost their lives, and he 
was at one time a secretary in the |Viceregal 
Yamén at Wuchang. He escaped at the 
time, probably to Japan, but rebrirned to 
Peking as @ newspaper correspondent, 
hoping that matters had blown |jover, and 
that he would not be recognised or remem- 
bered. But some official or other became 


aware of his identity, and he was arrested 


by a secret Decree and handed over to the 
Bourd of Punishments for trial. |This took 
place on the 29th July beforeja special 
Commission nominated by the Empress 
Dowager. He was simply interrogated, 


and, as he confessed his offence/fregly, be 


was spared being put to the toctare. This 
did not, however, in the end avail him much. 
The Court reported the result of the trial to 
the Throne, and, after a brief delay, a 
Decree was issued ordering that the pri- 
soner should be beaten to deathjin prison. 
This may not sound such a very terrible 
sentence, but, as the correspondent of. vur 
contemporary points out, it is |the most 
cruel and barbarous that could be passed. 
Tt fiads no existence in the Code, and is 


reserved for the eunuchs and slaves of the - 


Palace. It is stated that the exctution was 
commenced at four o’clock in the afternoon, 
and for two hours the body of the un- 
fortunate man was subjected to/a rain of 
blows from the blunt bamboo,| until his 
flesh hung in shreds; but life still remained 


in the battered frame, and he implored the — 


executioners to put an end (o his| prolonged 
agonies. Eventually they seem to have 
put him out of his misery, but pot before 
the shades of evening were closing in. 

Such are the particulars given. of this 
disgraceful occurrence, and the narrator 
does not hesitate to charge the Empress 
Dowager with being directly the| author of 
the sentence. It rested with the Throne, 
aud as the Emperor is only a figure-head it 
cannot be doubted that the) Empress 
Dowager passed sentence on the wretched 
Suen. It is obvious therefore (hat, as our 
Shanghai contemporary puts if, even as 
the leopard caunot change his sppts, so the 
Empress has not changed the | cruel and 
merciless uature which prompted her 
to execute the six martyrs without trial in 
1898, to join in the conspiracy to exter- 
minate all the foreigners in Peking, und to 


‘decapitate the faithful Miuisters in 1900. 
Given another opportunity, we believe this. 


ruthless old woman would /repent without 
remorse all the crimes that disgraced. the 
close of the nineteenth century, in China, 
and that she is now, and has beei| ever since 
her return from Hsian-fu, only acting a 
part. Surely it is time that the attempt 
to bolster up such an ado inistration 
should be finally abandoned! It. would be

Really it is 
high time that the Powers ceased to treat 
the St. Petersburg Government as a civilised 
authority with an elementary notion of 
honour or truth. The Tsar himself is no 
doubt an estimable man, but his word, ns it 
procecds through the mouths of his ministers, 
cannot be reckoned as good as that of the 
Sultan of Turkey or any of the other 
Oriental despots whom it is nsual to decry. 
It might have been thouzht that after so 
many years of experience of Russian ways 
European nations woul have learnt to 
judge Russia by her acts alone. Particu- 
larly with reference to Chinese affairs has 
her treachery been exhibited. Yet we sze 
assurances about the coming evacution of 
Manchuria being listened to with polite 
attention and: apparent credulity. The 
question which is of most interest just 
now is whether Sir Eenrst Satow’'s return 
to Peking will be coincident with a firmer 
British attitude toward China, for.of course 
diplomatically it is still to China that we 
must apply about the opening of ports 
and the rights of traders and travellers. 
Usefal as no doubt were Sir Ernest 
Sarow’s visits to Simla and Rangvon, we 
cannot help regretting that his return to 
his post had to be delayed for them. 
Never was the presence of a strong British 
Minister, trusted by his Govérnment and 
his fellow countrymen in the East, so much 
required at Peking as it-is now aid in fact 
has been for months past. It must not 
of course be expected that all will become 
smooth as soon as Sir @rnest is back in 
Peking; but at least we have the right 
to expect that Great Britain will take up 
an attitude toward affairs in North China 
which will compel the attention of the 
shifty intriguers who have so far Jiad 
things all their own way.

Is 
it really impossible for us to do what othets 
have Jone and by one sufficien:ly a de 
campaign ex.erminate a pest which does as 
much as any other disease to render the 
conditions of life in this Volony anpleasgat 
and dangerous? We canuot believe this. 
It is quite true that such a campaign must 
be expensive, and that we have been for 
some i engaged in a very expensive 
struggle against plague. Yet it may woll 
be asked what advantage it is to us to 
go on- building up a large surplus from 
revenue if the (aisny is to continue 
undesirable as a dwelling-place, while other 
regions, equally afflicted in the past, have 
been able to get rid of the scourge which 
still afflicts us so sorely. 
(Daily Press, 21st August.) 

Our senior evening coutemporary, with 
more strength of language than courtesy, 
suggests that our remarks in our issue of 
Wednesday on malaria in Hongkong were 
due to ignorance, and, appearing for the 
occasion in the unusual position for it of 
advocate of the Government, states its 
opinion that ‘the improvement in Hong- 
kong" in the matter of malaria ‘‘ compares 
favourably with that effected at Ismaila artd 
elsewhere.’ By the simple ‘controversial 
device of omitting a word from one of the 
statements contained in our remarks, the 
China Mail writer maxes an ingenious but 
dishonest’ hit. We stated that the terrible 
mortality from malaria “continues prac- 
tically unchecked.” Our contemporary 
omits the words “ practically,” and charges 
us with “ exaggeration, if not absolute ignor- 
ance.” What then ure the facts? If we take 
this year's official mortality returns, as far as 
thev have goue, we find the following deaths 
from malaria recordel so far this year: 
—January, 28; February, 18; March, 15; 
April, 23; May, 18; June, 1. Of these 
one death oecurred in the Army and three 
among European and foreign civilians. In 
1902 the figures for the correspondiag 
months were:—January, 30; February, 
20; March, 20; April, 19; May, 34; June, 
32. There were two cases in the Army and 
six among European and foreign civilians. 


Thus it will be seen that in the half of the 


year when malaria is less prevalent, there 
have been in 1903 117 deaths as against 
155 in 1902—-a not sensational decrease 
of 38. cases. In addition to this we 
have to consider the matter of infant 
mortality among the Chinese, on which a 
commission is at this moment sitting; for we 
are betraying no confidence in stating that 
among the principal ciuses for the enormous 
death-rate among Chinese children has been 
found to be the prevalence of malarial 
fever. These deaths do not appear among 
the classified returns, for the obvious reason 
that there is no opportunity in the majority 
of cases of classifying them. We think 
therefore that we are amply justified in 
callin ¢ attention to the undue continuance 
of the :avages of malaria in Hongkong and 
in asking for a more vigorous campaign. 
As for the comparison of Hongkong with 
“Ismailia and elsewhere,” vague as the 
latter word is, the statement is till 
sufficiently absurd. Writing to the Colonial 
Office in October, 1902, Sir Wu.wrast 
MacGerecor says that a fair average of 
the eases of malaria that presented them- 
selves in the Suez Canal Company’s serv.ce 
slone at Ismailia would be about 165 a 
month. Now, as has been seen, we are 
told that the disease and its carrier are bo 
alike almost - extinct. in Ismuilia.

“EMPRESS OF INDI 
COLLISION. 


FEARED LOSS (F LIFE 
On the arrival of the Canadian 

steamer Hmpress of India on the| 18th inst. 
a report ws circulated that she Had run into 
and sunk the Chinese revenn3 cruiser Wong Tai 
near Swatow. Enquiry was made at tho offices of 
the Company, where the following information 
was supplied. Tho Empress of India was proceed- 
ing on the passage from Shanghai to this port 
and between lL and 132 p.m. on the 17th 
inst. near Breaker Point. was overtaken 
by the Chinese cruiser Woag Tai. When 
about to pass the mail boat. the ¢ruiser star- 
boarded and collided with the |Enzpress so 
suddenly that it was impossible fur the latter 
vesvel to get oat of the way in|time. Tho 
Wong Tai struck her a glancing blow near the 
fore-end of the promenade deck, jabout thrae- 
quarters the length of the ship, |The cruiser 
slid along the liner’s side apparently with- 
out sustaining any injury excapt the loss 
of her boats and projecting gear, which 
were catried away. On patting cloar, however, 
sha made signals of distress, ant boats ware 
at once lowered from the Empress of India

For a wealth of bloom during the bummer 
months there are no better plants then the 
Allamandas; in fact (hey may be had in flower 
up to November. They may be either grown 
in pots or beds a: circumstances permit, but 
whichever way is adopted they will wall repay 
any att ntion shownthem. At the present time 

| plants in flower in both pots and 
‘ beds in the Gardens, Nearly all the dllamandaa 
have yellow flowers and are natives of|'ropical 
Sonth America. There are four specips under 
cultivation in the gardens, viz., Allamanda 
| Schotit and Allamandw Heudersoni with large 
| yellow flowers, Allumanda cathartica with 
: medium-sized flowers, and Allumanda reritfolia 
with smail flowers. 

Perbaps it may be interesting to note that 
the plant called by the Chineso “ blue grass,” 

(and largely used for planting under trees and 
| other shady places, is not a grass at all, buta 
; liliaceous plant known under the name of 
i Ophiopogon japonicus. It is of great use for 
- covering bare patches and will thrive just as 
well in the suu as in the shade. It is a native 
| of North China and Japan, but varigti-s of it 
| have been found in Kwangtuug Province». It 
| is a general rule that in (he most northern part 
of its range a species becomes more leafy but 
: prodaces fewer or no flowers. This ig the case 
! with this species, which is ased in London as a 
‘foliage plant for edging flower-borders. But 
‘it has also the interesting peculiarity that 
; when artificially extended to the south of 
jits range, as in Hongkong, it assames the 
| same flowearless habit and can be used for the 
| same purposes as in England. i 

A very pretty orchid is ncw in flower in 
the No. 3 house. This is Platyclinis glumacea, 
a native of the Philippines, and is béaring 19 
scapes of flowers. The scapes are produced at 
the apex of the young pseudo-bulbs, and each 
bears about 70 flowers. Tho individual flowers 
are more than }-inch across. and are borne 
distichously on the rhachis, ‘They ate at first 
light yellow in colour but afterwards become 
much darker, and ag the scapes ara recurved 
_they made a very pretty effect.

THE NEW TERRITORY IN 1902. 


H. KF. THE GOVERNOR'S DESPATOH. 
The following despatch by H. E. the Governor 
forwarding to the Secretary of State for the - 
Colonies the annual report on the New Territory 
for 1902 (which we reproduced last. Monday) is 
published in the Gazette :— 

Government House, 
Hongkong, 21st May, 1903. 

Srr,—I have the honour to forward for your 
information a report on the New Territory, for 
the year 1902. 

9. The reports forwarded with my previous 
despatches mentioned in the margin will have 
shown tho steps taken from the hoisting of the 
British flag at Taipo on the 16th April, 1899. 
It will be remembered that on the taking over 
of the New Territory we found a population 
roused to a spirit of active antagonism by lying 
reports carefully disseminated apparently with 
the |concurrence of the Chinese authorities. 
The! attacks made upon our troops were easily 
defeated, and active hostilities ceased after two 
engagements, to be succeeded by. a period of 
istrust, happily not of long duration. 

3. The district of San On, North of Kowloon 
Peninsula, leased to Great Britain under the 
Convention of {1898, has not enjoyed a good 
reputation. Armed robbery on shors and piracy 
in the surrounding waters wore too common to 
excite comment locally, powerful clans levied 
tribute from outlying cultivators, and settled 
their differences with rival clans ‘by a ready 
appeal to force without the intervention of any 
Chinese Official.

G. W. Pearson and G. Siemssen, of Foochow, 
Messrs. C. E. Darwent, M. Chaument, D. 
Monnie, and R. C. Howlett, of Shanghai, all 
obtained honourable mention. Over 600 prints 
were hung. : 

A second serie: of prizes were given for work 
done exclasively by members of the Formosa 
Society, and the result was as follows,—First 
prize, Mr. ¥. Yokoo, for landscape on cloth;  .; 
second prize, Mr. James W. Davidson, for . 2 
sunset-scone on Velox; third prize, Mr. M. 
Isoda, for river-scene on Velox.

The robbers attack rich and poor alike, 
take away what they can carry, and set 
fire to the houses. Whoever gives information 
against them is sure to be attacked and 
punished, so in most of the principal streets in 
Canton the inhabitants have engaged watch- 
men to guard the houses.

His Lordship gave judgment in the case 
on which the Hongkong, Canton and Maca» 
teum-boat Co. Ld. sued the Attorney- 
neral for damages in reference to the 
rection of a matshed contiguous to the 
ompany'’s wharf on the Praya. Mr. E, H. 
harp, K.C. (instructed by Mr. H. J. Gedge 
£ Messrs. Johneon, Stokes & Master, solicitors), 
ppeared for the plaintiff-, and on the other 
the Hon. Atlorney-G-neral, Sir Henry 8. 
‘Berkeley, appeared! (instructed by Mr. F. B. L. 
Bowley, Crown Solicitor). 

His Lordship said—In this csge the plaintiffs 
blaim damages for the breach of the provisions 
bf a verbal agreement and Crown lease, and 
or the obstruction|therefrom. There were also 
pertain other allegations in the pleadings as to 
illegal searching, bat as no mention is made on 
‘those pointe in the/olaim, and as I am clearly of 
‘ppinion that the plaintiffs could not recover 
Hamages under thosei heads, I shall ignore the 
int altogether. | The facts are shortly as 
:—In ‘or about December, 1899, the 
iffs entered into 8 verbal agreement with 
vernment ! the erection of a wharf, 
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aud the said verbal agreement continued in 
forca until the execution of'a Crown lease, 
dated October 1, 1901, which was for a period 
of 28 years from January .1, 19°, By this 
Crown le:se the right af crentin and main- 
taining the wharf was demised to the plaintiffs. 
Prior to the execution of the said Crown lease 
(October 1, 1901), the Government erected a 
matshed over the sea against the eastern side of 
the said wharf, After the commencement of 
these proceedings this matsbed; was injured in a 
typhoon and the Government erected another 
one about five feet away from the wharf, The 
matsheds were used by the dpium-farmer for 
searching passengers. The plaintiffs com- 
plained that these matsheds caused an 
obstruction and interfered with their right of 
access and therefore were in breach of tha 
provisions of their original verbal agreement 
and subsequent Crown "leas, ‘After the plead- 
ings had been filed the Court ordered that an 
issue or issues of law should be.framed and dis- 
posed of as a preliminary step. Accordingly 
the following issue of law was agreed upon :— 
Assuming that the acta, facts, matters, and 
things alleged in the amended statement of 
claim and reply (included by con:ent) are prov- 
ed, do they constitut+ a cause of action by the 

laintiff against the defendant? Before going 
into the case I had better dispose of the point 
raised by the plantiffs which if decided in their 
favour puts an end to the action at ones. In 
te ameuded statement of claim it ‘s alleged 
and admitted that the Government erected a 
matshed and it is alleged that! the erection of 
such ma(shed was a breach of the Government 
of the provisions of the said verbal agreement 
and Crown jease. It was contended on behalf 
of the plantiffs that by the terms of the issue 


before the Court the defendant had admitted. 


that there had been a bréach and that therefore 
there was au eod of the matter, The defendaut 
contended that he had only admitted acts, etc., 
namely, the erection of the matehed, bat that 
he-did not admit the breach, as that was not 
an act, etc. but a mere deduction of law 
made by the plaintiffs, and I am of opinion that 
such conten'‘ion is correct. If I had been hear. 
ing this case with a jury it is perfectly clear I 
should not have left the question of breach to 
the jary. Therefore I think that the plaintiffs 
have failed in their contention.. As tothe other 
points raised at the hearing I think that it will 
be convenient, having decided that the defendant 
has not admitted a breach, to consider the ques- 
tion as to breach or no breach, reserving the 
urther question raised as to whether this action. 
is founded on tort or on contract. Taking 
therefore the plaintiff's contention that this 
action is founded on contract, it will be neces- 
sary to enquire as to what are the genéral rules 
to hs followed in construing contracts of this 
nature. It is clearly laid down that in constru- 
ing grants from the Growl such grants, contrary 
to the usual rale, are to be construed strictly 
against the grantee, and that nothing passes 
except that which is expressed or which is a 
matter of necessary and unavoidable intendment 
in order to give effect to the claim an t undoubted 
intenticn of the grant (see Cockburn, C. J., 
Feather v. Reg.6 Best and Smith 283). In the 
present case the demise in the Crown lease 
was (he right of erecting and maintaining the 
wharf and nothing else so far as the working of 
the lease goes. It was argued orbebalf of the 
plaintiff that there must be ao‘implied covenant 
for free access and quiet enjoyment and that 
there had been a breach of such covenant by the 
erection of the matshed which the defendant 
admitted prevented free access; The defendant 
contended, firstly, that in accordance with the 
rule referred to above the grant must be con- 
atrued strictly as a grant to erect and maintais 
alone, und nothing could & implied ; and 
secondly, that even if such a covensnt might be 
implied in certain cases yet it Gould not in this 
cage, a3 the matshed bad been erected prior to 


the execution of the Crown lease, and that,’ 


therefore, the plaintiffs took the lease with the 
obstruction there. It is true that the lease 
dates back to a period prior to the erection of 
the matshed, but they made nq objection to its 
erection and took their lease with it beforehand.

SIR ERNEST SATOW AND THE 
CHINA ASSOCIATION. 
oe 
The N.-C. Daily News writes ethat the 
interview between the British Minister end 
the Committee of the China Association at 
Shanghai was remarkable for the unanimity 
that evidently existed between the Association 
and the Minister. There is no Englishman 
in China, says the journal, who will not 
confirm the concluding paragraph in the address 
presented to Sir Ernest: ‘“ We desire to 
repeat the feelings of ‘satisfaction which are 
held by all British subjects in China at the 
presence of-yonr Excellency once more amongst 
as, to have this personal opportunity of making 
our acknowlodgments ofthe untiring care to 
British interests which has characterised the 
period of your Excelloncy’s tenure of your 
high. office.” The address being privale, cur 
contemporary is of course nuable to priat 
it, but gives the gist of it as follows: — . 
“Tt naturally begins by congratulatiog his Ex- 
cellency on, his relarn to China with fresh 
distinctions and wider powers; an it a3 naiurally 
goes on refer {o the alarm that is felt lest 
Bussia should close the opea door ia Mancha: ia, 
and impose before long discr minating tariffs and 
trade disabilities. . It was natural that the 
Association should draw Sir Erneat’s attention 
to the strides that are heing made in rvilwsy 
construction in China by the sabjects of other 
Powers with the constant aid of their Govern. 
meuts. as contrasted with the very slow pro- 
gress made by British railways. It was natural 
that they should point out that many of 
these railways have political not commercial 
aims, and that intentional endeavours se3m to 
be made to thwart British enterprises even it - 
what Great Britain claims as her sphere of 
influence. Batit must honestly be confessed 
that British enterprise is not without blame in 
this matter, and that the British Legation has 
not been backward in giving ali the assistance 
in its power. Tn alluding to the appa’ 
ent excesss of imports over exports in China, 
amounting in the last two years to an average 
of a hundred million taels, the Association 
opened a question which vequires mach 
more investigation and elucidation. One 
thing is certain, that (hina is not called 
upon to pay eut any such sum as this; a 
large part of it is represented by the foreiga 
capital that is being invested in China ino 
railway-, etc., and we see no cause for a'arm in 
the present position, thongh on the other hand 
China’s wealth will increase much. faster when 
ghe realises what she would gain by abvlishing 
export duties, improving her means of internal 
communication, and developing her mineral - 
resources. Undoubtedly one of the most im- 
portant stipulations in the lately ratified. Treaty 
of Shanghai is that calliog for an uniform 
na‘ional coinage, and there can be no one 
who has the true interests of the China 
trade at heart who will not echo the hope 
that the Chinese Government will give effect 
{o this undertaking as early as possible. We 
are glad to know that attention. was drawn to 
the fact that the Conservancy of the Whangpoo 
has not takeu a step forward since the Protocol 
was signed two years ago. — It is incredible 
that if the Congular Body here had taken op 
{he matter sirenuously they could not have 
succeeded in getting the intended Yoard made 
up... . The uneatisfactor " position of 
the Mixed Conrt, and the desirability of having:
